ow all Nations are bleſt in the Seed Chriſt 


Jeſus, that Bruiſeth the Head of the Serpent and 
his Seed that brought the Curſe; and ſomething farther , 
how all Men and Women in 44am, in the Tranſgreſſion, 
their Spirits are dark, and how Chriſt the Spiritual Man 
enlightens their Spirits (their Caadles) and how that'no 
Meat that goes into the Belly defiles the Man 5 and how 
Chriſt-is the Purger of the Soul, Conſcience, atid'Heart, 
and Miad, of all thoſe evil chings that have gotten into 
Man and Woman by Tranſgreſſion, who bruiſes the Head 
* of the Serpent,' and makes all things clean to Man, and 
brings him to the bleſſed State as he was in at the Begin- 


ning, 
He Lord ſaid unto Abraham, Becauſe thow haſt obeyed 


my Voyce, all Nations of the Earth ſhall be Bleſſed it 
thy Seed, Gen. 21, 
Now this was the Promiſe of God to Abra- 
«1m, of whom Chriſt came, according to. the Fleſh. 
So the Promiſe was not to Seeds, 41 many but unto one 
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Seed, which is Chriſt ; which Seed bruiſes the head of the 
Seed of the Serpent, 

And' ſo all People and Nations muſt be in this Seed as 
they have been in the Seed of the Serpznt, which brought 
the Curſe, Woe, and,Miſery, and Darkneſs upon Man-kind, 
if they have the Bleſſing and Promiſe, 

For as the Apoſtle ſaid., Every one which had received 
Chrift, which was the Seed, they muſt walk in Him, 

For Abraham had obeyed God, firſt in forſaking his Fa- 
thers Houſe and Native Country, Ways, Religions 
and Worſhips of Idolatry; and he obeyed God in thar . 
and in offering up his only Son; and in many other things 
as God commanded him, as you may ſee in Geneſss. 

And God ſaid unto him, Walk before me, and be thou per- 
fe: And {0 muſt all Nations of People, forſake all their 
Native Country Religioas and Ways which they have made, 
and Idolatries, and come into the Seed before they can be 
perfe&: For the cry is amongſt them, and hath been ; -there 
is no_ perfetion here on this fide the Grave among(t 
them. 

'But I ſay nay, the Perfection is in the Seed, which 
brought Abraham to obey, which the Promiſe is unto, in 
which all Nations is bleſt, in whom the Perfecion is, 

And fo- all Nations muſt walk-in this Seed before God, 
if they will be perfect and bleſt ; which Seed bruiſes the 
Head of. the Devil, that made Man and Woman imper- 
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a which Seed all knows their EleRion before the World 
began, and their Foundation. 
* And this is the Seed which all che Prophets gave Teſti- 
mony of, and the Apoſtles Preacht ic (Chriſt Jetus,) 
And now if all the World and Chriſtendom have all the 
. words given forth from the Seed in Abraham, the Pro- 
phers, and -David, and Chriſt, and all his Apoſtles, and 
have not . the Seed, they have but the Sheeps Cloath- 
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dg, the out-fide, R& Wool, and are feeding upon the 
Wool. _ e 

But Chriſt-ſaith, Except you eat my Fleſh, and drink my 
Blood, you have no Life in you , for the VVool is but the 
out- fide and cloathing of the Sheep; it is not Fleſh and 
Blood, 

] And therefore Chriſt ſaith, Except you eat my Fleſh, and 

drink my Blood, you have no Life in you; and His Fleth- 
. BB ind Blood is not Wool, the out-fide, the Sheeps Cloath- 
; ng. 

% they may have all the words of Chriſh, and the Pro: 
phet and Apoſtles, and yet feed upon the Duſt like the 
Serpent, or feed upon the VYool, the Sheeps Cloathing, 

ut have no Life in them; Except they eaz the Fleſh” of 
Chriſt, and drink his Blood, who came down from Heaven. 

For as Chriſt ſaid, Search the Scriptures, for they do 
tefifie of me, but you will not come unto me that you might 
bave Life. - | 

So Chriſt is Hot the Writings , but the thing which the 
YVritings teſtifies of, nor Fleſh and Blood - is not VVool ” 
nor Cloathing. 

Now all People are dark, as they are in Adew in the 
Tranſgreſſion, and dead from that Image, Righteouſneſs, 
and Holineſs, that He was made in. 

-And David ſaid, The Lord had enlightned his Candle, 
and the Spirit of May is called the Candle of the Loyd, and 
whilſt Man is in his natural ſtate, he knows not the things 
of God, though the natural Man with his natural ſpiric, 
may know the things in themſelyes that be natural z but 
he cannot know the things of God, but as the Lord en- 
lightens his Candle, 

For as natural Men and VYomen in the Night cannor 
Tre what is in their Houſes, without a Candle which they 
light at a natural fire, which gives light to the natural 
Tye: 
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. - So Mans ſpirit is lighted by op Chrift's Divigg 
light and fire, by which they ice wit che Heavenly eye 
+ is' in their Houſe and-inward parts. 

For all the Houthold of Adam in the Tranſgreflion are 

dark, both in their minds, ſpirit, 'and ſoul, 

And they that fo'low their own ſpirits, ſees nothing, 

now every Man that cometh into the V Vorld, being enlight. 
ned by Chriſt, which is called the Light of the VVorld; and 
the light that enlightens every Mag, and Mans mind, ſoul, 
and ſpirit, being curned to this Light, this Divine. Light 
of the Spiricual and Heavenly Maa, enlighrens his Spirit, 
his Candle ; then with this Divine Heavenly Light, which 
has enlightned his ſpirit, mind, and ſoul, he finds the 
Pearl in his own Field, and then he keeps cloſe to the 
Lord, and in his Conncel, and goes and ſells all that he 
has gathered wich his owa Spiric in the Darkneſs, and in 
Adam in che Fall, that he may purchaſe this Field, and 
che Pearl in it; and the Candle being lighted,. they fee the 
Leaven which has lain within chem, ro leafen them up in- 

. to the new living Lump ; and they ſee the Seed of the King- 
dom within. 

For the Parable of the YYVoman that loſt the piece of 
Silver, after ſhe had lighted her Candle at Chrilt's Di- 
. vine Lighc, her mind, ſpirit, and ſoul, being- turned to the 
*Divine Lighe of Chriſt, (he (wept her *own Houſe with 
- Gods Beſom , his Power, and threw our the Rabbage 

which was come in by 'Tranſgrefſion ; and ſo with this 
' Divine Lighe found chejDivint Silver, or Treaſure, in her 
own Houſe, 

So the Natural Man with his naturai ſpirit, knows the 

things of the Natural Man , and' knows not the things of 
- God 3 but his Spirit being enlightned , which is the Can- 
dle of the Lord, with this Divine Light, it gives him the 
knowledge of the Divine and Heavenly things, and of his 
- Kingdom, and the: VYorld that has no end.

So here is no more ſaying, Loe here, or loe there is 
| Kingdom, as they do that hates his! Light, for they 
that hate the Divine Lighe of Chriſt , hates that which 
ſhould light their Candle, their Spirit, 

And therefore as 'tis ſaid, How oft is the Candle of the 
wicked put put, for when they turn from the light, and diſ- 
obey the truth, as Adam, and the Fews, and them called 
Chriſtians, they follow their own Sprcitsz their Candle be- 
ing put out, and ſees nothing z but one eryes, loe here, and 
another cryes, loe there, in the dark ; and one ſayes, loe 
here is Chriſt the way 3 and another cryes, there is the way 3 
but all in the dark. 

But none ſees Chriſt, or ſees the VVay , or ſees the 
Word, but whoſe Minds and Spirits, and Souls is turned 
to the Divine Light of Chriſt, which enlightens their Spi- 
rits, their Candle, and thef they ſee Chriſt the Way, the 
Truth, and the Life, and the Light gives them the know- 
ge that ſhines in their hearts that has enlightned their 
pirits, 

Now Diſobedience, and loving the Darkneſs rither 
than the Light, puts out this Candle, and ſo the Candle of the 
Wicked is often put out. _. 

But they that love the Light which enlightens their 
ſouls, minds, and ſpirits, it giv's them the Knowledze of  * 
the Glory of God in the Face of Chriſt Feſus, ſo that they © 
come to. ſee Chriſt, who is the Myſtery, and follow Him, 
aad*be his Diſciples. 

Now in the days of Chriſt there was a Phariſee bid him 
to Dinner, Zuke 15.37, &c. and the Phatiſee wondered at * 
Chriſts eating with unwaſhen Hands, . 

But Chriſt ſaid , Te Fools, did not He that made that 
which is without, make that which is within alſo; therefore 
we Almes of all thoſe things which ye bave, Mark. 9. 18. 
» bebold all things are clean unto you, 


> And in Mark 7, Chriſt ſpoke unto the People this 
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zable, There is nothing from. without a Man , that entring 
into him can defile him; but the things which come ont of 
him, thoſe are they that defile the Man. 

And again, Chriſt ſaid unto his Diſciples, What aye ye 
without underitanding alſo? Do ye not know, that what- 
ſoever thing from without, ente1 eth into a Man, #t cannot dcfile 
him. 

. Becauſe it entereth not into his heart, but into the bely, | 
and goeth out into the dranght, which is the purging of al 
means. 

But that which cometh out of the Man, that defileth th 
Man, for from within, even out of the hearts of Men, pro- 
weed evil Thoughts, Adalteries, Fornications, Murders, Thefts, 
Covetouſneſs, Wickedneſs, Deceit, Uncleanneſs, an evil Eye, 
Back-biting, Pride, Fooliſhneſs. All theſe evil things come 
.— from within, and defile the Man, which are the evil things: 
the fins which Chriſt purgeth, 

And Fohn the Baptiſt ſaid, 7 zndeed Baptiſe you with 
VVater nnto Repentance : but Chriſt that cometh after me, i; 
mighticr than 1, whoſe Shooes I am not worthy to unlooſe of 
bear : _ He ſhall Baptiſe you with the Holy Ghoſt, and with 
Fire, whoſe Fan is in his hand, and he will thoxawly purge 
his Flour, and gather his Wheat into his Garner, and burn up 
the Chaff mith unquenchable Fire, 

So Chrilt is the purger of the Heart, Mind, Soul, Spi- 
tir, ang/ Conſcience, and the Body inwardly ; for Chriſt 
is Mightier than Fohy, in his Conception, Birth, and 
Power, 'and Miracles, 

And the. draught purgeth all meats that goeth into the 
Mouth, 'and ſo into the Belly, and fo into the draught: 
And ſo whatſoever goeth into the. Mouth, doth nor defile 
the Man, for he that is Holy and Pure, made that with- 
out, and made that within and all that he made was/Goot 
.and Bleſled, ; WER. al 
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- And who may abide the day of his coming, and whv 
ſhall} ſtand when he appeareth, ' for be is like a Refiners fire, 
. and like Fullers Soap, and he ſhall fit ar a Refiner, and pa- 
rifie the Sons of Levi, and Purge (mark Purge ) them as 
Gold and Silver, that they may offer an Offering in Righte- 
file o/ neſs, Mal. 3. 

And in Heb, 9, 14. Chrijf# with his Blood purge your 
ly, Conſciences from dead works to ſerve the living Gods \o he
